Weather.

FORT BUFORE, March 7.—There is noth 


ing of a recent date concerning the move 
ments of the Che3'ej3nes. Some days ago 
they were north of the Belle Fourche, anc 
the indications were thai they were niak 
ing for the Yellovstoae. Troops were or 
dered out from Eeogh to the tlislrict o: 
the Yellowstone; one detachment of ti 
companies, commanded by Capt. Snyder 
Fifth Infautij, to Glenflive, and another 
to Terry Poiib,t, O£ the Yellowstone, Col 
Huston commandiHg Jtt,Qre ills© sent out on 
the 27th ultimo a force ef about .sixty 
men, under command of '1st. Day. This 
detachment is stationed at a .point about 
half way between this Post and Glendive. 
The Yellowstone is reported as .blockaded 
full and impassable. It is thought the 
Cheyennes may seek a crossing south on 
tee Missouri River. A party of youag 
Gros Venires killed ,>e*en head oi fine cat- 
tle belonging to Edward Fowler. as'aQfili 
man £m the Yellowstone, & sjiorL time 
since. Fowler laid his case before the 
Cornim-nding Officer here, who, after an 
investigation of the matter, ordered the 
Indians, through their '.hief, lo make up 
the loss with ponies and buffalo robes, 
which was done The day before Lt. Day's 
detachment started out, the thermometer 
here registered 34 ° below, but the weath- 
er now is \ ery mild and it as thawing fast 
If the present weather continues, the Mis- 
souri wijl break up within ten days. 


Peacefully Inclined. 


The Indian robbers who j took in the 


Sulphur Springs stage station .seemed to 
be on their good LJi.mor and emulated 
the \iitues oi the \viiite io.ul agents. They 
took nothing ihey did not \vanl. For in 
stance one of the bucks took a teamster's 
whip and the caiet niAcle hiin give it up 
Another took the cook's watch. This was 
aho returned. Fat pork was also spurned 
but the dead dog was carried awiy, als6 
tbe slain horse.. The women and children 
were pooily clad and all evidentlyhungry. 
One man. and he alone with a team, only 
was killed on the Northwestern line. Sev- 
eral were killed, however, on the Cheyenne, 
Sidney and Pierre routes,, to the hills. On 
the latter route the trtv'ns were entirely 
blockaded, the teamsters retusing to move 
at all until the trouble passed away.

About four o'clock last evening iu tb 


quarters of company "H" of the Seven tl 
Cavalry, while the company was at suppeK 
a man by the name of Frank Miller conv 
mitted suicide by shooting himself, the 
ball entering just above the right eye aud 
passing upward through his forehead and 
skull scattering his brains in every dim. 
tion around the room, leaving one of th 
worst leaking wounds ever seen from th 
effects of a bullet. He died instantly. 


PERPENDICULAR. DEATH. 


It appears that as soon as the company

Th s President sent a message to ihe 


Housi! of Representatives March 1st, vetoing 
the bill restricting Chinese immigration. The 
message regards the bill as sent from the 
House to the Senate, limiting the number of 
Chinese passengers who may be brought 
to this country by any one vessel to fifteen.
